Dear  Listener 

I  think  KPFK  has  Iseen  an  interesting  sta- 
tion to  listen  to  recently.  April  29th  was  a 
standout  —  it  was  the  anniversary  of  the 
"uprising,"  and  we  had  a  good  deal  of  pro- 
gramming planned.  Then  the  Armed  Services 
Committee  in  DC  scheduled  hearings  for  that 
day  on  "Cays  and  Lesbians  in  the  Military," 
which  we  had  promised  to  cover.  Finally,  it 
was  the  day  of  Cesar  Chavez'  funeral,  and  we 
dearly  had  to  provide  thorough  coverage  of 
this  final  memorial  to  a  person  who  has  had 
such  an  influence  on  our  state,  and  whose 
philosophy  and  mission  had  so  much  in  common  with  Padfica.  V\Sth  three  major  spedal 
events  in  one  day,  we  managed  somehow  to  pull  it  off.  It  is  that  kind  of  dedication  to  get- 
ting programming  to  you  that  we  hope  makes  the  station  worthwhile  for  you. 

Despite  all  this  great  programming,  our  income  is  still  running  some  percentage 
points  behind  what  is  budgeted.  This  is  not  unusual  —  many  non-profits  are  having  a 
tough  time  this  year,  but  we  don't  want  to  cut  back  on  our  service  to  yoa  So  we  hope  you 
all  will  be  able  to  give  us  good  support  in  our  fundraising  endeavors  this  summer,  and 
make  up  the  difference. 

This  June  will  sec  the  presentation  of  a  strategic  plan  for  KPFK's  growth  and  change 
June  will  also  see  a  Pad£ca  National  Board  Meeting  here  in  Los  Angeles,  at  which  there 
will  probably  be  some  intense  exchanges  at>out  KPFK.  The  meetings  are  on  the  weekend  of 
June  12th  and  are  open,  though  as  1  write  this  the  location  is  not  set.  If  you're  interested  in 
coming  contact  us  at  the  station  for  the  place. 

KPFK  and  Pacifica  are  part  of  a  growing  global  movement  called  "community  radio," 
"participative  radio,"  or  other  labels.  In  many  counbries,  such  radio  has  been  impossible. 
For  example,  in  places  as  diverse  as  Austria  and  Kuwait,  Irdond  and  Kenya,  if  s  been  ille- 
gal for  people  to  start  stations  outside  of  government  control.  But  things  are  changing  — 
two  stories  about  that  come  from  El  Salvador  and  South  Africa.  In  El  Salvador,  Radio 
Farabundo  Marti  for  years  operated  as  a  dandestine  voice  of  the  rebd  Farabundo  Marti 
Liberation  Front.  Now  they  have  established  a  legal  FM  station,  "YSFF"  (the  call  signs 
begin  with  a  Y,  as  ours  begin  with  a  K).  They  are  trying  to  raise  money  to  equip  the  station 
—  it  scorns  that  the  rough  and  ready  equipment  that  was  fine  for  hauling  around  a  moun- 
tainside doesn't  come  up  to  what  they  need  to  compete  for  listeners  in  San  Salvador.  I've 
seen  the  list  of  equipment  they  want,  and  it's  a  reasonable  and  modest  list  for  a  decent  stu- 
dio. But  it  still  costs  many  thousands  of  dollars.  Some  of  us  here  at  KPFK  will  be  trying  to 
help  them  get  the  equipment.  Watch  for  the  efforts,  and  hdp  if  you  can. 

In  South  Africa,  "Bush  Radio"  has  the  equipment.  Their  studio  has  been  set  up  and 
working  for  a  while.  What  they  don't  have  is  a  legal  frequency  to  broadcast  on.  For  years, 
they  have  been  applying  to  the  government  for  a  license.  Meanwhile,  the/re  t)een  doing 
"cassette  radio."  They  have  done  interviews,  talks,  featiire  shows  —  the  kinds  of  things 
you  would  do  on  the  air  —  and  distributed  them  on  cassette.  But  they  fed  (rightfully,  1 
think)  that  the  reasons  the  government  has  been  using  for  not  giving  them  a  license  are 
bogus.  So,  they  deddcd  to  go  on  the  air  without  a  license.  The  reaction,  of  course,  was  that 
they  were  shut  down.  But  they  are  still  trying,  and  they  believe  that  expressions  of  support 
from  other  countries  can  make  a  difference  in  the  ultimate  outcome.  If  you  can,  send  a  fax 
to  the  South  African  Minister  of  Home  Affairs,  Danil  Schutte  at  011-27-21-461-2359.

As  you  read  this,  KPFK  is  hard  at  work  on  finding  and  selecting  a  new  managci  for 
the  station.  I've  boon  pleased  to  fill  in  as  the  Interim  Manager;  but  family  reasons  predude 
me  from  taking  the  job  on  a  permanent  basis.  So  a  new  person  will  be  taking  over  this 
space  soon.  I  hope  that  during  the  time  I've  been  filling  in,  I've  been  able  to  moke  some 
positive  differences  for  Kl'FK

KPFK  Amidst  a  Storm  of  Controversy

In  my  Report  to  the  Listener  in  last  month's  Folio,  I  wrote  about  the  con- 
troversy over  "Afrikan  Mental  Liberution  Weekend,"  on  the  air  during  Febru- 
ary. I  noted  then  that  I  had  some  seriou";  ciI  agreements  with  the  proucer  of 
the  program,  but  that  I  felt  that  programming  on  Afrocentric  scholarship  was 
important  Since  then,  more  has  happened.  A  member  of  the  board  of  the 
Corporation  for  Public  Broadcasting  tried  to  get  them  to  "de-fund"  KPFK  (we 
receive  a  grant  from  them).  Fired  up  by  reports  that  he  had  received  about 
the  weekend,  he  maintained  that  KPFK  was  "hate  radio."  The  Board  of  CPB 
declined  to  act,  on  the  basis  that  the  weekend  was  a  local  program  and 
didn't  receive  any  direct  CPB  funding.  The  attack  on  us  was  continued  by 
David  Horowitz  —  not  the  consumer  reporter,  but  the  former  left-winger 
turned  right-winger  who  has  made  a  major  campaign  of  criticizing  public 
broadcasting.  His  magazine,  "Comint,"  devoted  a  major  part  of  an  issue  to 
attacking  us  as  purveyors  of  hate.  The  magazine  was  handed  out  to  everyone 
at  the  Public  Radio  Conference  in  Washington,  DC.  Furthermore,  Conference 
keynote  speaker  Senator  Robert  Dole,  depicted  KPFK  negatively. 

There  has  been  legitimate  criticism  of  Afrikan  Mental  Liberation  Weekend, 
and  we  are  acting  on  it  However,  the  attacks  described  above  are  distorted 
and  exaggerated.  We  are  amazed  how  some  people,  including  journalists, 
have  accepted  our  critics'  attacks  on  us  without  even  contacting  us  for  a 
response.  We've  also  been  gratified  by  the  support  of  many  in  public  broad- 
casting. The  attacks  have  been  serious  enough  that  we  are  forced  to  use 
some  of  our  scarce  resources  to  counteract  them.  In  the  meanwhile,  we  plan 
to  continue  to  program  about  the  subject  of  race  relations.  We  know  it  is  a 
difficult  and  controversial  area,  and  touches  many  sensitive  feelings,  and  will 
not  always  make  everyone  feel  good.  We  have  room  for  improvement  Cri- 
tiques from  many  of  you  have  been  helpful,  and  we  hope  that  you  will  con- 
tinue letting  us  know  your  responses  to  what  you  hear.

As  a  paralegal  at  com- 
munity legal  services,  she  wit- 
nessed the  trial  of  Move  members 
stemming  fro  the  first  major  con- 
frontation with  police  in  1978 
which  resulted  in  the  death  of  a 
policeman.  Nine  Move  members 
were  convicted  of  his  murder  and 
were  given  sentences  of  30  to  100 
years.  Outraged  by  the  unfair  treat- 
ment of  Move  by  the  justice  system, 
she  approached  them  with  sympa- 
thetic and  eventually  joind  them.
